Suffragettes 
Arrested for 


Disorder Take Prison as - 


Alternative to Fines. 


London. Feb. 19.—Twice yesterday 


the 
suffragettes 
representing 
the 


Women's Freedom league failed to 
reach Premier Asquith to present to 
him the resolution adopted by that 
body for a continuation of the mili- 
tant propaganda for suffrage. 


Sixty or more- "volunteers for dan- 


gerous duty" came Into conflict with 
the police in the morning in Downing 
street, where squads of police, mount- 
ed irnd on foot, had been drawn up, 
and the clash resulted In the rough 
handling of many women and the ar- 
rest of twenty-four of them. 


Again last night when the session of 


parliament was well under way a con- 
tingent led by Mrs. Despard attempted 
to gain access to the premier, but the 
police barred the way. The women 
refused to budge, insisting upon their 
right to eater the building, although 
no serious disturbance occurred. 


Finally Mrs. Despard and several 


of the others were placed under ar- 
rest. Together with sixteen of those 
who had been remanded at the Bow 
street police court lute in .the after- 
•noon. Mrs. Despard and her compan- 
ions at arms were arraisned today. 


Eight Sent to Prison. 


Eight women were fined yesterday, 


but they refused to pay and were sent 
to prison for terms ranging from two 
weeks to a mouth. Most of the wom- 
en engaged in the disturbances were 
from Glasgow, Manchester, Birming- 
ham and elsewhere in the provinces. 
With the exception of Mrs. Despard 
those prominent in the suffrage move- 
ment held themselves aloof, but as it 
Is the expressed intention of the wom- 
en to continue their campaign without 
Intermission the leaders are likely to 
be heard from at any moment. 


They declare that they will not yield 


in their set determination to exhaust 
every • means to compel -the govern- 
ment to concede to their demands. 


The demonstrations so far have 


been less riotous and briefer than some 
of those on former occasions, because 
nowadays the police are always well 
prepared, but it Is evident that the 
authorities are becoming tired of these 
affairs, and they show less patience 
and forbearance in dealing with the 
recalcitrants. 


Drive Up in Taxicab. 


Last night's demonstration, how- 


ever, was of a comparatively orderly 
and quiet character. 
Mrs. Despard, 


with a companion, both in evening at- 
tire, drove to the house of commons 
In a taxicab. 


Mrs. 
Despard asked the police' in- 


spector to be allowed to cany the res- 
olution to Premier Asquith. The in- 
spector politely advised her to send it 
by mall: He also offered to take it in 
himself, but Mrs. Despard'insisted up- 
on a personal interview. 


In the meantime a number of other 


suffragettes arrived upon the scene, 
and, as the chief delegate refused to 
depart, she was, with several others, 
who -were attempting in a mild way to 
force their way in, arrested and 
charged with obstructing the police in 
the execution of their duty. 


Police Break Up Procession. 


In the morning they first attempted 


to march in procession, but their line 
being broken up by the police, they 
mingled with a crowd of the curious 
who had gathered to witness the scene 
and sauuterfcd singly toward Downing 
street. 


The police, however, had completely 


blocked all entrances to the thorough- 
fare and twenty of the more militant 
suffragettes, who 
tried 
to break, 


through 
the lines, 
were 
arrested,' 


charged with interfering with the po- 
lice. . 


For a time there was a scene of 


great -disorder, women time and again 
throwing themselves, valiantly against 
the double line of police only to be 
forced back, or, if they were unusual- 
ly persistent, to be handed over to 
constables, who marched them off to 
the police station amid cheers, hoots 
and hisses from the throng. 
Several 


women 'actually used their fists on the 
Policemen. 


The police finally cleared the.street 


and the women who were not arrested 
returned to their hall, where they 
were addressed by leaders. 


Awful Fate Awaits Cabinet. 


Miss Muriel Matters, who on Tues- 


day went up in the air in a balloon in 
nn effort to throw down tracts while 
the king was opening parliament, 
then made n breezy speech in which 
she declared

need not be afraid of bombs, as some

"We women do not intend to make 


martyrs of the' members of the cabi- 
net," Miss Matters said. "We simply 
are going to make them look like a 
set of driveling idiots."

Centering about the elevator, lo- 


cated twenty-five feet from the rear 
of the building, the flames shot up- 
ward, eating their way through the 
first, second and third floors to the 
roof of the building before they were 
brought under control. 
Smoke filled 


the building from top to bottom so 
densely that it was almost Impossible 
for the firemen to work and they 
were compelled to flght their way 
inch by inch back to the seat of the 
blaze. 


First Floor Collapses. 


In the basement the fire had a big 


sweep, it ato away the supports and 
the first floor from a point twenty 
feet back from the front, collapsed 
beneath the weight of the stock upon 
it and crashed down Into tho ruins 
of the basement. 
The second and 


third floors remained Intact save for 
the portion burned away by the fire 


Two hours after the blaze was be- 


lieved to bo under control, at 2:45 
o'clock this morning, it burst forth 
fresh in the basement and another 
half hour's hard work was necessary 
to quell It.

In the basement of the building

The first floor was occupied by the 
office, the shipping ;-oom aa-J a por- 
tion of the stock of ladies', misse= 
and children's shoes. On the second 
floor were the men's and boys' shoes 
and the third floor was devoted large- 
•ly to rubber goods. That the damage 
to the stoclt is very heavy there can 
be no doubt, but hope is expressed 
that the case goods, which were in 
original packages, may produce some 
salvage. 


No Halt in Business. 


Despite the heavy loss, officials of 


the company are facing the situation 
plucldly and say they will be able to 
care for the business uninterruptedly 
save for some temporary 
inconven- 


ience, and new quarters will be se- 
cured at once. The offices have been 
temporarily moved to the factory of 
the company at Harrison and Pear] 
streets.

Lowers Ocean Crosiing Time and 
Makes Best Twenty-Four Hour Run. 


New York, Feb. 19.—The turbine 


flyer Mauretania, of the Cunard line, 
came abeam of the Ambrose channel 
lightship at 10:30 last night, thus com- 
pleting a voyage In which several new 
ocean records -were established. 
The 


steamer not only broke her own rec- 
ord over the long winter course of 
2,890 miles by 2 hours and 25 min- 
utes, but she also hauled down the 
figures held by her sister ship, the 
Lusitania, and has set the new record 
of 4 days, 17. hours and 50 minutes, 
which is. 1 hour and 46 minutes better 
than the Lusitapla's best time over 
the course. 
Another achievement of 


the voyage was a day's rua of 671 
knots, which breaks all records for a 
twenty-four hour run. The one disap- 
pointment of the voyage was the fail- 
ure of the ship to arrive in time to 
come up to her dock last night, the 
fifth day of her voyage from Queens- 
town, thereby establishing a bona 
fide five-day trip for her passengers. 
The Mauretania left Liverpool Satur- 
day night and passed Daunt's Rock at 
9:45 o'clock Sunday morning.

History of Option Law. 


For five years the league, represent- 


ing the federated forces of the state, 
has been asking for a county unit of 
saloon exclusion. In the original draft 
of the Moore bill Mr. Minton. your 
attorney, inclu-ded a county as well as 
a township and ward unit, but the 
governor recommended only the town- 
ship and ward remonstrance because 
he said that was all we could get. In 
1907 
at the 
next 
legislature 
the 


league again came with two bills; 
one of them -what is now commonly 
known as the "blind tiger" law, the 
other a county unit of saloon exclu- 
sion. It insisted that the "blind tiger" 
law should come first because it said 
there is no use to gain additional -ter- 
ritory until we have a law making it 
possible to hold tbe ground already 
won. 
By the time this law was out 


of the way It was too late In th» ses- 
sion to secure consideration of the 
county unit. In November, 1907. the 
state board of trustees, met, coming 
from all over the state; democrats, 
republicans, prohibitionists, Presbyte- 
rians, Methodists, Baptists, Congrega- 
tlonalists, men believing many things 
about many things, but a unit In their 
determination to do their best In this 
battle. 


This board of trustees decided by 


unanimous action to unite our forces 
for the securing of a county unit law. 
Very soon thereafter some of the pol- 
iticians came to your state officers and 
said: "This local option matter is be- 
coming an important matter in Indi- 
ana. 
People are thinking about it and 


talking about It and we will put It in 
our platform." 


Party Leaders Seized Issue. 


The 
league 
earnestly 
advisee 


against It because it realized just 
how easy It is to take a great mora! 
Issue and bring it down as the mere 
football of political parties. But the 
party leaders were determined to pu 
something in. their platform. 
The 


rest, of the story you all know. There 
were some .people who said the 
league must at once withdraw from 
the battle because the parties had 
taken It up. 
Had the league with 


drawn from -the battle which for five 
years It had be.en fighting at -such a 
crisis time as this, the leaders would 
justly have been accused of cowardice 
and the army itself would have been 
unworthy Its magnificent constituen 
cy. Had It failed to hold fast to the 
principles for which It was fighting in 
its onward march-against the saloon 
traffic it would have been untrue t 
its mission. Unexpectedly the gover 
nor called a special session of th 
legislature. 
Immediately from you 


office at Indianapolis there went ou 
a letter to each minister in Indiana 
asking him to come to Indianapolis 


hroughout the state the business: 
men gathered on Saturday morning. 
t was Saturday morning but they 
were waiting to hear the news from 
he battlefield and when the news 
of victory came they congratulated 
one another and went back to their 
vork. It was a great victory; 


Almost immediately thereafter we 


were plunged into the midst of a po- 
itical campaign. 
The result of the 


election you all know. 
The brewers 


and liquor men are claiming that it! 
was a victory for them and that it I 
proved 
that tbe temperance 
senti- 


ment of the state is on the wane. I 
do not for one moment believe that 
it proves any such thing. 
Movement Never So Strong a* Now. 
The temperance sentiment of the 


state was newer so strong, so virile 
and 
determined as today. Already 


'ourteen counties have made use of 
the county local option law. In thir- 
een of these counties victories were 
won; 
In one county the liquor forces 


won. 
Some twenty-flve other counties 


are praying for an election. The liquor 
'orces are fighting desperately for the 
repeal of the law. I believe that it 
will not be repealed and that its re- 
entlon means the doom of the saloon 
traffic In Indiana. Most of the coun- 
les of the state will banish the traffic 
f they have an opportunity. Every 
county that once closes its saloons 
can thereafter be counted upon, no 
matter what its politics, to send to 
Indianapolis a sworn enemy of tha 
saloons and when the next leglsla- 
ure, the legislature of 1911, meets, a 
prohibitory law will be Introduced and 
I prophecy here and now that it will 
pass so quickly that the liquor men 
will not know what has happened to 
them.

A Layman's Wonderful Missionary 


Speech. 


The flrst real argument for foreign 


missions in the new Christian church 
was this extemporaneous address of a 
lone Christian before an unfriendlj 
court, which was given under his 
right to make his own 'defense. Ho 
began, with skill and tact, with Abra 
ham, a heathen, dwelling among ido 
worshippers, who was the first grea 
"pilgrim father" to "go west," seeking 
"freedom to worship God." 
How ul 


terly Illogical it was" for these chi 
drea of a convert from idol worship 
to be opposing the extension of th 
blessings of the true religion to the 
Gentiles of their own time, as if it 
had always been a God-given monop- 
oly of the Jews! 
Then he passes 


along the zig-zag course of Hebrew 
history, to show how the Jews them- 
selves, from the times of the exodus, 
had ever and anon, relapsed into idol- 
atry—had become, indeed, "heathen 
at home," as do many today who are 
most opposed to foreign missions. A 
third point in Stephen's discourse was 
brought out, as in chronological re- 
view he reached the days of David- 
giving him a chance to reply to the 
charge that he had spoken against the 
temple because he had taught it was 
not so much the place of worship as 
the spirit of it that availed.

In reeding pigs shorts or alfalfa beau 


wheat bran when used as one-quarter 
of the ration. 


Hogs will not as a rule relish alfalfa 


hay in the winter unless they have 
previously been matured on the young 
alfalfa. 


If milk is exposed to the fumes of 


silage it will become tainted. 


In feeding beef pulp the best results 


have 
been obtained by using two 


pounds of pulp to one pound of grain 
in the ration for hogs. 


Very slowly our farmers are com- 


ing to recognize the value ot roots In 


nected by a paved alley, lying east and 1 feeding all kinds of farm animals. We 
w«»t from the west side of the storage 
' barn. 
'. South of the feed lots is a corn crib 
114 feet in length and north of the 
storage barn is a 20x28 foot engine 
house. On the west side of the barn 


' and north of the alley are stock scales. 


The barn can be modified to meet 


the wants of smaller feeders and the 
plan is here presented because it offers 
so.many valuable suggestions to farm- 
ers. 


There are twelve feeding lots in the 


two rows mentioned, seven of which 
are situated on the south side ot the 
alley and five on the north side. 
"; All face to the south and all arc 


ought to grow more of them. 


It is a mistake to believe that alfalfa 


Is purely a fattening ration, especially 
for calves. 
On the contrary, it is a 


growing ration. 


Corn makes fat, while alfalfa is rich 


In llesh-fonning and bone-building ma- 
terials. 


Cow poa and alfalfa hay is an excel- 


lent substitute for wheat bran for the 
dairy cows. 


Wheat bran Is preferable, however, 


because it Is less bulky. 


Northern farmers have been slow ij 


adopt cottonseed meal, but in the south 
it Is regarded very highly.

FEEDING TESTS

They say further:

munity ought to club together and buy 
at least a car to protect themselves 
against a rise in the price of bran and 
oats, which usually occurs about the 
middle of the winter each year. 'Cot- I 
tonseed meal at this price Is far cheap- 
er than bran at J15 per ton and oats at 
25 cents per bushel."

Old ewes, such as are not desjred by 


he butchers and can frequently be 
purchased at a very reasonable price, 
can be economically carried over the 
winter, and after lambing time in the 
spring they can be culled out and the 
poorest ones fattened and sold. 


Every flock of sheep should be looked 


over very carefully each spring and no 
poor ones left In it. 


The ewes should all be fed well just 


before breeding and should have suffi- 
cient food at all times. 
Old countr'y 


shepherds claim- that by "flushing"-— 
allowing them free run- of succulent 
pasture—just 'before and during the 
breeding season the ewes..will produce 
a larger number of twins. 


The selection of the ram to head 


one's flock is a very important matter. 
By all means pick out a good,' vigor- 
cms, pure-bred ram. 


In a grade flock the pure-bred ram 


exerts at least half and probably more 
than half of the influence on the lambs 
that he gets. 
Select a ram that is 


low set, deep in body, wide of back 
and heavily muscled over all parts 
especially in the leg of mutton—tho 
highest priced cut in the whole body. 


Examine the fleece carefully. Secure 
a ram that is well wooled over the 
belly, as this will insure against colds 
and pneumonia when the sheep have 
to lie on cold or damp ground. 


As a general rule the production of 


market sheep will bring in as great a 
profit as the rearing of fancy stock 
Sheep will thrive on most of the foods 
produced on the average farm. 


A good mixture to supplement pas- 


ture is ten pounds of cornmeal, ten 
pounds of bran and two pounds of oil- 
meal. 


Corn' makes an excellent fattening 


food. Alfalfa makes an excellent pas- 
ture, and the same is true of- clover 
but care must be taken to proven 
bloat when first pastured. 


The hay from these pasture foragi 


crops is excellent for sheep.

An Illinois man successfully tried the 


experiment and gives the following ac- 
count of his experience: 


First a pen was arranged, the bot- 


om of which was made of rounds an 
nch apart, the top of the round being 
oval and not measuring to exceed an 
nch. 
A drop board was then con- 


structed eight inches below the bottom 
of the coop as before described. 


A small trough was then made, the 


same as would be used for feeding 
Mgs. A set of hangers was made for 
it on the front of the 'coon Just high 
enough for the chicks to eat out of it 
comfortably. 


The feed consists of oatmeal, but- 


termilk, beef tallow and yellow corn- 
meal. This- was fed to the chicks early 
in the morning, giving them just what 
they would eat and no more. 


As soon as they were through the 


trough was remover] and the same 
process followed at noon and again at 
5 o'clock, or soon enough before dark 
so the chickens would eat before going 
to roost. 


No water.was given during the time 


they were on this feed, the period of 
which lasted for fourteen days. 


At the end of that time the chicks 


were weighed, killed and dressed, and 
this lot was found to have increased 
70 per cent over what they weighed 
when put-.in the coop, fourteen days 
before. 
. 


There were nine chickens, in. this 


coop, 3% feet wide and ,4- feet, long, 
with ample head room;-in fact, this'' 
particular coop was about -four "feet 
high.
